To the inhabitants of the Town of Moultonboro, in the 
County of Carroll, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Moultonboro 
Central School Auditorium in said Moultonboro on Tuesday, 
the 11th day of March 1958, at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Treasurer, 
Clerk, Tax Collector, one or more not exceeding two Highway 
Agents, three Auditors, one Selectman for three years, one 
Trustee of the Trust Funds for three years, and such other 
officers and agents as the voters may deem necessary. 


2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary to repair Highways and Bridges in said Town. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $808.61 for Town Road Aid. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes for the current 
year maintenance and operation expenses, and that the 
Selectmen be authorized to issue notes therefor, which notes 
are to be paid out of tax receipts of the current year as 
provided by the provisions of Acts of 1953, Chapter 258, and 
any amendments thereof. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to allow a discount on 
taxes paid in full up to fifteen days after the issue of the tax 
bills by the collector. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,500.00 for the Support of the Poor. 


7. To see what sums of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Laconia and Huggins Hospitals. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for concerts to be provided by the Center 
Harbor Band. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $437.34 which is 1/100 of 1% of the assessed 
valuation of the Town to the Lakes Region Association for 
the purpose of publicizing and promoting the natural advan- 
tages and resources of the town, in cooperation with other 
towns in the Lakes Region. 


10. To see if the Town will construct a bridge with the 
necessary approaches from the end of Eagle Shore Road on 
Second Neck to Black Cat Island, the cost of complete con- 
struction of said bridge and approaches to be paid for by 
Stanford L. Nickerson, and the said Stanford L. Nickerson 
to furnish whatever bonds in whatever sums are required by 
the Selectmen for the satisfactory construction and comple- 
tion of said bridge and approaches. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to change the term of 
the Road Agents from the present one year term to two 
years. This change to go into effect as of March 11, 1958. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen 
to have the building, known as the Hanson House, at the rear 
of the Center Harbor Post Office, demolished.

Forest Fire Warden’s Report 


Everyone apparently fears fire but too many are careless 
with it. This is particularly true of fires in or near wood- 
land. Official figures show that more than 98% of all forest 
fires results from human carelessness and can be prevented. 
Consequently we may say “Forest Fires are our most shame- 
ful waste.” 


Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their 
effects are far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products 
of the forest, the protection forest provides for game, and 
the supply of ground water. They upset the local economies 
by drawing men from gainful employment and requiring the 
expenditure of public funds to extinguish them. 


Your local warden and his deputies are doing an excel- 
lent job in trying to prevent this shameful waste, but they 
must have the cooperation of the public and this means YOU. 
Remember there are laws that cover the making of a camp 
fire, also the burning of rubbish or debris, and also the burn- 
ing of brush whether this is on your land or land of other 
people, and to disobey these laws can cost you a great deal of 
money. So please see your local warden and he will tell you 
how to burn the rubbish, also when you can burn it, and also 
issue you a permit to do so if conditions are right. 


In the “Keep America Green” program there is a story 
of two bad boys who cause most of our forest fires. The first 
one we will call “I don’t care.” He is the person that builds 
a fire anywhere, never gets a permit to burn brush, or has a 
safe place for his home incinerator. He also is very careless 
with matches and cigarettes. The other one is called “I don’t 
know any better” and the best way to describe him is he is a 
plain dunce. It is only with your help that these two bad 
actors are controlled. Their carelessness can be the cause of 
our valuable woodland being destroyed by fire. Even your 
homes can be burned by their carelessness. 


It is up to you and you to report these two characters to 
your local forest warden whenever you see them operating. 
Remember it is with your cooperation that this shameful 
waste of timber and money can be stopped.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Central School in 
said District on the 11th day of March, 1958, at two o’clock 
in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects:

5. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not to exceed twenty-three thousand dollars 
($23,000) for the construction of an addition to the 
auditorium-gymnasium consisting of a stage and dressing 
room, including cost of architect’s fee, furnishings and 
equipment, and in order to provide such funds, to author-

aid fund together with other income; the school board to 
certify to the selectmen the balance between the esti- 
mated revenue and the appropriation, which balance is 
to be raised by taxes by the town.

The School District Meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Clyde B. Foss, at two o’clock in the afternoon of 
March 12, 1957 at the Central School auditorium. 


1. After the reading of the warrant by the Moderator, 
the voting by ballot for the election of School District Officers 
began. 


2. It was voted that the salaries of the School Board and 
Truant Officer and the compensation of all other officers and 
agents of the District remain the same as last year. 


3. The report of the School Study Group, who have been 
examining the feasibility of forming a cooperative district, 
was given by Stewart Lamprey.

field present. He advised that the tuition at the Inter-Lakes 
High School had been set at $350, which is $4.00 under the 
state average, and the same figure as the Laconia District.

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Report of School Nurse 
MOULTONBORO 


During 1957 very few communicable diseases were re- 
ported to the school nurse. In October, there were many 
children absent with a flu-like illness. 


The School Health Program included the usual vision 
tests with the Good-Lite machine, the hearing tests with the 
Maico Audiometer, measurements of heights and weights and 
frequent inspections of each child. All defects were recorded, 
parents notified and corrections made. 


The Polio Salk vaccine clinics were completed in the 
Spring of 1957. My records show the following: 


101 children have completed 3 shots 
2 children have completed 2 shots. 


This shows wonderful cooperation of the parents with the 
program and our children have received the best known pro- 
tection against the dread disease, poliomyelitis. 


Some Moultonboro children were transported to the 
Orthopedic Clinic held at Wolfeboro in January and October. 


Seventeen children came to the pre-school visiting day in 
May. This day is to acquaint the children and parents with 
school activities and for the nurse to record each child’s 
height, weight, vision and past health history. 


We were fortunate to have Mrs. Madeline Given, Dental 
Hygienist from the State Department of Health, present to 
talk with the children about the care of their teeth. Each 
child was given a tooth brush to take home. 


In December, the State Dental equipment and supplies 
were moved to the school to provide a dental cleansing and 
applications of sodium fluoride to the children’s teeth. This 
program was sponsored by the P. T. A. Mrs. Herberta 
Stark, Dental Hygienist of Meredith, is operating this 
service. 


One hundred and thirteen physical examinations were 
completed in September by Dr. Ratsep, School Physician.

The auditorium has been set up as a classroom for the 
past two years and the school board is proposing the addition 
of two rooms on the north end to free the auditorium- 
gymnasium for the educational benefits, social and athletic 
activities of the whole school. 


Mr. Roy Foss continues to keep the building in spic and 
span order and is to be commended for his fine work and 
interest in the whole educational program. 


School Lunch Program 


The school lunch program, under the able direction of 
Mrs. Leila Gillooly and the assistance of Mrs. Althea Perkins, 
continues to be a very important part of the daily life of the 
children in providing a well-balanced hot lunch for a minimum 
charge. 


Music 


Miss Elena McCuen is the music supervisor this year and 
has done a great deal toward enriching the program through 
the rhythm band instruments and appreciation of music. 


Conclusion 


The members of the teaching staff, school personnel, 
transporters, members of the school board, and citizens are 
to be commended for the fine cooperation in dealing with the 
problems in the education of the children of Moultonboro.

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Principal’s Report 


1957 - 1958 


Moultonboro Central School opened its doors Wednesday,. 
September 4, 1957, to 115 children. There were 22 first 
graders with Mrs. Whitehouse, 12 second graders and 12 third 
graders with Mrs. Perkins, 21 fourth graders with Mrs. Rand, 
16 fifth graders and 9 sixth graders with Mrs. Tilton, and 14 
seventh graders and 9 eighth graders with Mr. Person. 


Needing space for five classrooms and having only four, 
Mrs. Rand’s fourth grade made the gym their home. With 
all the excess space, it seemed that they needed something 
to make it seem more like a classroom, so movable bulletin 
boards were made. The room was poorly lighted for study- 
ing, so lights were installed. Noticing the problems that this 
arrangement created and knowing almost 20 more children 
are coming in the fall, it seems as though we need two more 
rooms. 


From reports received, it is evident Moultonboro Central 
School graduates have been doing an adequate job in both 
secondary and post-secondary schools. This is as it should 
be. However, it is hoped with the opportunity of more single 
classes, our graduates will be able to improve their present 
records. 


As always, the doors of Moultonboro Central School are 
open to parents and townspeople to come and visit aS we 
endeavor to prepare your children for their life in our demo- 
cratic society.
